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Vote for Your Jobs, Clerks of Los Angeles 


The California Bureau of Labor 
(1909-10 report) inspected 244 
retail establishments in Los Angeles 
employing 9,422 males and 4,260 
females, a total of 13,672 persons, 
all of whom have votes excepting 
minors representing only 6.9 per 
cent, of the total, leaving practically 
12,720 votes in the 244 retail stores 
inspected. Of course, we have in 
Los Angeles many more retail 
stores than the 244 referred to, 
and it is within the mark to put the 
retail stores vote of the city at 
15,000 to 16,000. The inspection 
also covered 201 of our wholesale 
establishments, employing 3,781 
males and 755 females, in all 4,536 
persons, of whom only 5.3 per cent, 
were minors, leaving practically 
4,300 votes in the wholesale es¬ 
tablishments referred to. In ad¬ 
dition the bureau covered 109 
miscellaneous establishments, em¬ 
ploying a total of 1,725 males and 
females, including but a bare frac¬ 
tion of minors. Besides all these 
there are the clerks and other help 
in our banks, real estate offices, 
hotels, law offices, doctor's offices, 
and the army engaged in the per¬ 
formance of the multitudinous “up¬ 
town" business of our city. These, 
doubtless, represent 7,000 more 
persons of voting age, male and 
female. In the coming election- 
the election which will secure and 
extend the present prosperity of 
Los Angeles—or,- if the. Socialist 
ticket wins, seriously cripple and 
retard that prosperity—voting re¬ 
sponsibility rests upon no less than 
28,000 office and store people, 
made up as follows: 


Clerks in retail stores 15,000 

Clerks in wholesale stores 4,300 
Clerks in “miscellaneous" 1,700 
Other clerks, at least 7,000 

Total clerks ~ 28,000 

How will that army vote? is the 
question. They will be a big factor 
in the sunrise-to-sunset struggle of 
Tuesday, December 5. Will they 
vote for Socialist Harriman (the 
assailant of the capital upon which 
their employment rests), and his 
Socialist associates, or will they 
vote for Alexander and the 
work-preserving* and wage-preserv¬ 
ing good government ticket? In 
other words, will they vote for their 
jobs or will they vote against their 
jobs? As intelligent, far-seeing em¬ 
ployes, will they vote for their 
jobs or will they vote against 
their jobs? 

The stores and offices in which 
the 28,000 work, depend for their 
existence on having plenty of cus¬ 
tomers, particularly cash customers, 
and the clerks working therein 
depend for their living—their daily 
bread and butter—on the well¬ 
being of those stores and offices. 
Will those stores and offices be as 
busy then as they are now, and will 
they need nearly as many clerks 
as now, ninety days after Decem¬ 
ber 5, should the capital-destroy¬ 
ing Socialists ticket carry? The 
answer to that question is obvious, 
or, rather, the question, judging 
by all our experience of the past, 
answers itself—they will not. Such 
being the outcome, who would 
suffer first and most? Would it 
be the store proprietors? Would 


it be the bank stockholders? 
Would it be the lawyers, doctors, 
dentists, real estate men, and so 
on? No, insistently no! The first 
and worst suffers would be the 
clerks and other help. That law 
of result is as immutable as the 
laws of the Medes and Persians. 
It never.has failed and it never 
will fail. Decreased business means 
less help. 

Don't be deluded, men and wo¬ 
men clerks, by the Socialist's pro¬ 
mises of continued work and higher 
wages, for they cannot deliver the 
goods. They have no control over 
Los Angeles store and office pay 
rolls or any other pay roll except 
that of the city, which, if elected, 
they will surely pad with their 
army of job seekers. 

Remember that weekly pay en¬ 
velopes will be fewer if the sun goes 
down Tuesday, December 5, with 
a majority of votes for the business- 
destroying Socialist ticket. So¬ 
cialist success means fewer cus¬ 
tomers and fewer jobs.

JUDGE DILLON AND MRS. FOLTZ 
SPEAK TO A BIG CROWD 
AT THE LYCEUM 

The outpouring of the people at 
the Lyceum last Sunday surpassed 
all previous records; and demon¬ 
strated the wisdom of the founders 
of the organization. The janitor 
thoughtfully increased the seat¬ 
ing capacity of the hall by the 
addition of fifty new chairs. These 
were all taken—the crowd lining 
the wall on either side. 

It was a Good Government meet¬ 
ing held under the auspices of the 
Civil Rights League.

are everywhere found in the old 


world. Step by step he led his 
audience from the unmarked tombs 
of the homeless slaves of yore, to 
the splendid dwellings of the 
people who are governing them¬ 
selves, beneath the stars and stripes. 

“The movement from the govern¬ 
ment byHhe few to a pure demo¬ 
cracy has been going forward for 
centuries and will in time restore 
to the human family every inherent 
right.” 

In a masterly way he scattered 
the Socialist’s arguments to the 
four winds of the earth. 

Mrs. Foltz Speaks 

Judge Dillon was followed by 
Mrs. Clara Shortridge Foltz a pro¬ 
minent attorney. Mrs. Foltz comes 
of a family of arotors, her father 
having been a pulpit orator of 
note and was a delegate to the 
convention that nominated Lin¬ 
coln for the presidency. 

Hon. Samuel M. Shortridge, her 
brother is one of California’s great 
lawyers.

The men who have heretofore 
defended the Good Government 
cause and aided in bringing about 
its victories have been side tracked. 
There is no denying the bad effect 
this kind of campaigning is pro¬ 
ducing. This is no time for ex¬ 
perimenting with.untried men, and 
voteless leaders. 

Of the 12,000 colored voters 
in this city not one tenth of them 
have been reached, except by the 
Socialists who are making a thor¬ 
ough canvass. Their campaign 
among the Negroes is in the hands 
of the ablest colored campaigner 
in the state. Three automobiles 
loaded with intelligent Negro men 
and women are making a house 
to house canvass among the colored 
voters. One or more of the auto¬ 
mobiles used, are rented from 
Negroes. The Socialists are using 
Negro papers, Negro workers and 
the Negro’s automobiles and other 
vehicles to carry on the work 
among them. This kind of cam¬ 
paigning is creating a favorable 
impression among the Negroes.

THE DOOR OF HOPE CLOSED 
ON COLORED GIRLS 


At Tuesday’s meeting the Board 
of Supervisors refused to admit 
colored girls to the nurse training 
school at the county hospital. 
This school is a public institution 
maintained by taxes levied upon 
all of the people regardless of race 
or color. There are now fully 
25,000 colored voters in this county 
who are paying taxes upon $8,000,- 
000 worth of property—a part of 
which taxes go to support that 
school. And yet, colored women 
voters and taxpayers, the door of 
this institution which you are taxed 
to maintain is slamed in your 
daughter’s face simply because she 
is dark of skin. 

Colored woman voter what are 
you going to do about it? 

Remember that the entire Board 
of Supervisors is Republican, three 
of whom are Progressives; the 
other, two, Nellis and McCabe are 
members of the old “much hated 
machine.” 

Mr. C. J. Nellis, one of the biggest 
men in the county was the only 
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member of the board to stand up 
and make a plea for fair play. He 
urged his fellow members to take 
a manly stand and drop their 
dodging, side-stepping tactics, but 
to no avail. The matter was taken 
under advisement. You know 
what that means. The pretention 
of the side-steppers were that they 
wanted to keep the matter out of 
politics. If they wanted to keep 
it out of politics they would not 
have drawn the color line on our 
girls.
